The first bale of the 1924 crop arrived in Bryan this morn­ 
ing and Milton Sims wins the $25 prize of the Bryan & Bra­ 
zos County Chamber of Commerce. The prize was awarded 
according to the rules of the body. 
Mr. Sims’ was the first 
standard 1924 bale of cotton delivered to any warehouse or 
compress and Secretary Eberstadt holds a copy of receipt No. 
I from the Union Warehouse showing that M. W. Sims de­ 
livered the first bale which weighed 528 pounds. 
There w u 
keen rivalry for first bales between Milton Sims and Sam Cav- 
itt, both of whom had planted Truitt seed. 
Neither of th e r n ,]^ behind the High school football 
however, knew that the other was in the race or even content-' 
plating to do so. 
They are close friends and pals and go on 
hunting, fishing, outing and pleasure trips together. 
Only yes­ 
terday they returned from one such trip and this morning each 
brought bales of cotton to Bryan to compete for the honor of 
having the first bale of 1924 crop and for the $25 Chamber 
of Commerce prize.
